Current Language

‘Under s. 49.45 (6t), the Community Services Deficit Reduction Benefit (CSDRB) program

permits public agencies to receive federal Medicaid funding for certain outpatient services when
the agencies’ costs exceed the State’s Medicaid reimbursement for those services. The public
agency must provide the non-federal share of these costs. Currently, the statutes state that the
amount of federal funds that can be allocated to local agencies through the CSDRB program is
limited to $4.5 million annually.

Effect and Rationale for Change

allows public agencies to receive federal Medicaid funding for certain outpatient services when
the agencies’ costs exceed the State’s Medicaid reimbursement for those services, provided the
public agency is providing the non-federal share for the federal match.

In CY 1998, approximately 270 providers participated in the CSDRB program, representing 109
county agencies, with $10.3 million dollars in federal funds allocated to these providers through
the program. Payments for CY 1999 are projected to be approximately $11.0 million. Asa
result, the Department is currently allocating more federal funds than stated in the statutes. The
proposed change would correct the inconsistency between actual practice and the statutory

language.

In 1995, three services were eligible for reimbursement with 34 agencies participating.

MEDICAL ASSISTANCE

Under current law, medical assistance (MA) is a program of medical services,
for persons with low income and resources, that is jointly funded by federal medicaid
moneys and state general purpose revenues. However, under agreements with
DHFS, the following MA services are provided, and the state portion of the costs is

‘funded, by local health departments and county departments of social services,

human services, and community programs: home health; medical day treatment and
mental health and alcohol and other drug abuse services; personal care; alcohol and
other drug abuse day treatment; mental health and psychosocial rehabilitation
provided by community support programs; case management; mental health crisis
intervention; care coordination for women with high-risk pregnancies; and mental
health day treatment for minors. DHFS must in each fiscal year allocate up to
$4,500,000 of federal medicaid moneys to those departments to reduce any operating
deficits of those departments that are incurred in providing services for which the
costs exceed the reimbursement.

This bill eliminates the specific dollar amount of federal medicaid moneys that
DHFS must allocate to reduce operating deficits of counties, cities, towns, and
villages that are incurred in providing and funding certain MA services, but retains
the requirement that DHFS allocate the moneys for this purpose. The bill also
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- authorizes the following additional services to be provided by local health

departments and county departments of social services, human services, and

. community programs on this basis: mental health services and aleohol and other
“drug abuse services to persons aged at least 21 in the person’s home or in the

community; psychosdcial services, including case management services, provided by
a community based psychosocial service program; and, before July 1, 2003, alcohol
or other drug abuse residential treatment services of no more than 45 days per
treatment episode.
